Highlights of Conversation:

Mr. Johnson came into the office asking what he could do about the increase in bonding required under the new rule. He said this
well has been inactive for a long time and he gets no income from it. He had joined with other parties to operate this well and they
went bankrupt trying to make the well productive; at that point, he took the well under his own name. He is the surface and mineral
owner.

After reviewing the O&G system for details, I asked Dustin to explain the plugging requirements for shut-in wells (the primary
concern in this case, since the well has not been productive since 1984). The well file was reviewed during the conversation. Dustin
and I agreed to provide him lists of operators in the area, who may want to take over operation; a list of plugging contractors (who
may do the work for less money in exchange for salvaging the equipment from the site) and plugging requirements for this well.

Mr. Johnson's other option would be to go before the Board, represented by himself, and ask the bond amount remain the same. He
currently has a $10,000CD with Draper Bank and his amount should increase to $30,000. He understands the more critical issue is
the shut-in status of the well.

Enclosed is the information we discussed October 16, 2003 regarding the increasebonding and possible options available to you regarding the Uton 1 well. Some of theissues and options discussed were:

1. You can allow another operator to operate your well. Enclosed is a list ofoperators currently working in the area that may be interested in leasing orpurchasing your well to become the operator of record. They aredeveloping other wells that are similar to your well and may consider thereentry of your well. EOG Resources has just completed a 3D seismicshoot within a mile of your well. Dominion has also been very active inthe area recently. Carbon Energy has a lot of Tight Gas Sand wells in thearea and your well would probably qualify for this credit, so they mayhave an interest also. JC Thompson and National Fuels have also recentlybeen drilling new wells in the area.

2. Due to the length of time the well has been shut-in status and inactive youare subject to rule R649-3-36, Shut-in and Temporarily Abandoned Wells,(see attached) which requires proof of integrity/just cause for extendedshut-in, or the plugging of the well and site restoration. Wells in violationof R649-3-36 may be subject to increased bonding in the amount of actualplugging and site restoration costs (R649-3-4.2).
3. Enclosed is a list of potential companies that plug wells. You may contactthem regarding operational plans and costs.
